1 . Applicant's Amendment filed 08/25/2005 has been reviewed and placed of record in the 
file.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, which is substantially 
the same as that indicated in the previous office action: The prior art of record fails to teach or 
render obvious a method comprising the 12 steps as outlined in claim 18, characterized in 
forming a first sidewall spacer, forming a third sidewall spacer, removing the third sidewall 
spacer, forming a first silicide region in the substrate for the N-channel transistor, and forming a 
second silicide region in the substrate for the P-channel transistor, the first silicide region being 
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substantially aligned with the first sidewall spacer and the second silicide region being 
substantially aligned with the fourth sidewall spacer.
